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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 


(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 


2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either of Foster et 
al, Perrine or Borresen et al for the reasons set forth in paragraph 6) of the previous Office action 
or anticipated by DE '729. The device of DE '729, Fig. 2, includes tension measuring rollers 21, 
27 and partitioning devices 23, 26 that appear to function in a manner as claimed. 


3. Applicant's arguments filed 4/29/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the devices of either of Foster et al, Perrine and Borresen et al 
do not includes tension measuring rollers or partitioning devices which function in a manner as 
claimed by applicant. However, while the references may be silent as to the particular function 
attributed to the partitioning device set forth by applicant, since the devices used by the 
references, i.e. rollers, are the same as used by applicant, it would inherently follow that the 
devices in the references would function as in applicant's device to absorb transverse stresses on 
a strip. Further, regarding the tension measuring rollers 26 of Perrine, 24 of Foster et al and 17 
of Borresen et al note col. 4, lines 42-45 of Perrine, "The position of the tension roll 26 is a 
function of strip tension. . ."; col. 3, lines 56-57 of Foster et al, "It is the function of the monitor

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valves to detect the total tension in the web" (the monitor valves 40 are connected to the ends of 
axle 30 of tension measuring roller 24); and col. 4, lines 4-5, "Also shown in FIG. 2 is a tension 
measuring wheel 17".
